MONTREAL, Oct 30 'When the steam-

ship Sardinia, with the Canadian troops for
the Transvaal on boad, sails from Quebec
on Tuesday, she will carry from the native
shores considerably less than 100 Trench-Canadia-

The total strength of the con-

tingent is 1,000 men, but though the
French-Canadia- n population is full three
or four times as large as the British, the
latter has had to furnish over S00 of the
volunteers

This Colonial contribution to Britain's de-

fence was intended as something of an ob-

ject les-o- n of the unity of the empire. So
far as Canada is concerned, however. It has
onlj shown once more the very wide gull
which separates English and French in the
Dominion, and must have given cause for
serious reflection to Canadian statesmen
who have believed that a united Canadian
nationality was gradually being built up in
British North America The rank and file
of the Trench-Canadi- press of Quebec
have become almost hysterical, and not
even an Irish nationalist meeting could
outdo some of them in their manifestations
of bitterness toward England "La Tri-
bune," of St. Hvachlntbe, Quebec, i3 no
more bitter than dozens of other papers, but
Its attitude Is the more significant because
its editor, M. E. Bernisr, Is a member of
the Canadian Parliament and is also Colo
nel of the Eighty-fourt- h Battalion of mi-

litia. "La Tribune," in its Issue cf last
Thursdaj said

"On the day when there shall be no other
alternate a but to enter into an imperial
federation (with Britain) or to leave the
(Canadian) confederation, we shall not hesi-
tate to pronounce freely and frankly for
separation from England."

"La Vcrite," of Quebec, Is another
French-Canadia- n paper which possesses
great influence among quite a. large circle
of readers, and it enjoys a certain prestige
as being to some extent the organ of the
Roman Catholic hierarchy in Quebec. In
its issuo of the present week the paper
said "This sending of a contingent to fight
England's South African Boers is the en-
trance of the thin edge of the wedge. It
Is the recognition of a dangerous princi-
ple. By their action the government has
recognized the false principle that Canada
is obliged to assist the empire In its wars,
which do not interest us This principle is
of menace. It may bring us to civil war."

The vigorous opposition among French-Canadia-

to the despacth of tne contin-
gent was very strikingly illustrated in this
city when the members of the Montreal
contingent left to take the steamer at
Quebec Not a single bugle note sped tho
volunteers on their way; not a single
member of the city council was present at
the station to give an official aspect to the
occasion, and not a flag or streamer floated
from any of the city buildings.

Many of the Ontario and Western papers
are commenting In a very outspoken man-
ner on the lack of loyalty of the Trench-Canadian- s,

as illustrated in this latest In-
stance, and the French-Canadi- press is
repljing in kind. Whatever may be the
effect in a political sense on the approach-
ing general elections, the incident has cer-
tainly stirred up another bitter race con-
troversy In Canada.

Ill Entire Family TVatchlnp- - at the
Bedlde Rnnior in Paternon Th!
Mornlnit That Death Was Fat

Fear F.xpreed Tlint
He Cannot Live Through the Day.

PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 30. The condi-

tion of Vice President Hobart at noon to-

day was so serious as to justify grave
doubts of his recovery. He passed a very
restless night, and during the morning his

condition showed scarcely any improve-
ment His brother-in-la- Hobart Tuttle,
said that at one time this morning the
Vice President was able to get up for a few
moments, but this respite was only tempo-

rary.
It is now said that Vice President Ho-

bart Is afflicted with a new trouble in the
form of cancer of the stomach. Dr. New-

ton, the physician, would make no public
statement this morning.

A friend of the family, however, said at
about 12 o'clock that the Vice President
was very low and that he might not live
through the day.

Mr. Hobart passed a very restless night,
and reports were flying on the streets that
the patient could not live more than a few
hours.

This was denied at Carroll Hall, the home
of the Vice President It was admit-
ted, however, that Mr. Hobart's condition
last night was such as to cause the entire
family to sit at his bedside throughout the
weary hours of the night Immediate
friends were also there,, including Briga-

dier General Congdon, of the National
Guard, of New Jersey. The latter said
today that the Vice President's health was
such as to cause great anxiety in the fami-

ly but that the latter were trying to con-

ceal the true facts of the case.

SMALLPOX IN CHELSEA, MASS.

BOSTON, Mass. Oct. 30. Free vaccina-

tion was begun yesterday in Chelsea to stop
the spread of the smallpox. In the month
there have been fifteen cases and six deaths
and this morning six patients are reported
as lying very low in the hospitals.

SENTENCED FOR THIRTY YEARS.

Hnrr) Johnxon'a Heavy Punlwhment
for Felonious Assault.

Harry Johnson, alias Harry Hale, col-

ored, was sentenced to thirty years in the

When indicted by the grand iury
and arraigned he however pleaded not
guilty.

OBSfiQOIES OF A GENBBAL

Guy V. Iienry Buried With Full
Ii!ifary Honors.

PreIdcnt McKlnley and Secretary
Boot Attend the Service at St.
John' Eplxcopal Church Many
Tribute to a Brave Man' Memory
The Bearers and Guard of Honor.

The body of Gen. Guy V. Henry was
committed to the earth at Arlington to-

day. Many men who had fought under
Mm and with him followed the body to
the tomb, and many tributes in tears and
flowers were paid to his memory. .

From the time of the arrival of the body
at Washington last evening until the fu-

neral cortege was about to move at noon
today the remains of the dead soldier lay
in state before the sanctuary of St John's
Church. Throughout the night and morn
ing a guard of honor stood around the
casket Sad-fac- persons entered the
church bearing flowers. A wreath of white
chrysanthemums, ivy, and palm came from
the White House. Through the green and
white there was twined broad bands ot
purple ribbon. Half-hidde- in the ivy
leaves was the card of the President of
the United States. On the cas-
ket rested a wreath sent by Ransom Post,
G. A. It, of St. Louis. It was similar to
that which came from the President. An
other rare Coral piece was sent by the
Loyal Legion.

Gloom filled the silent church during tho
morning hours. The grey light of the si n- -
less day was further dimmed, as it entered
through cathedral glass. Sacred pictures
looked down upon the solemn scene.

At JO 30 light broke upon the scene. A
hundred Incandescent lamps burned forth.
Then the silver cross and Communion cxps
upon the altar sparkled: the gay colors In
the sacred pictures flashed, and the gilding
in the fresco glittered.

The music ceased. Then there entered
Bishop Satterlee, accompanied by the Rev.
Dr. Mackay-Smlt- h. The bishop was read
ing. 'I am the resurrection and the life.
salth the Lord; he that bclieveth in me.
though he were dead, yet shall he lire, and
whosoever llveth and believeth in me shall
never die."

Then, taking his position in the sanctu
ary, he read the service. At the close of
the ritual the body was removed from tho
church through the south door. A caisson
stood at the exit. Troop I, Third Cavalry,
was drawn up in H Street, with the right
resting on Lafayette Place. At a com-
mand the cortege took up the march to
Arlington.

While all was hushed within the church.
there were many sounds without Cavalry
could be heard clattering over the con-

crete. There were hoarse shouts of of-

ficers, and then their orders would be her-
alded on the bugle. By this time the.
church was filling up. Prejident McKln-le- j,

accompanied by Secretary Root, had
come and they had taken seats in a front
pew and next to that occupied by the fam-
ily of the deceased. Secretary Hay had
also come. Among the other persons In
the church were: Gen. Fitzhugh L-- e, Ad
jutant General Corbln, General Schofield,
General Gilmorc. General Boynton. Perry
Heath, and Senator Haw ley. The organ
was realing. and the sad and weird strains
of Chopin's Marche Funubrc stole through
the church. The palloearers-i- a glittering
uniform moved down the south ais'e and
the body dearers in blue and scarlet mo-e- d

along the north aisle.
At the grave the minister read the burial

serv ice.
Three volleys from the troops crashed

out. and a bugler sounded "Lights Out,"
The pallbearers were Brigadier Wilson,

Chief of Engineers: Judge Advocate Gen-

eral Lieber, General Greely. Chief Signal
OQiccr: Brigadier General Frank, Brigadier
General Ruggles, and Brigadier General
Bernard.

The guard of honor was made up from
Guy V. Henry Garrison. Regular Army and
Navy Union, and was as follows:

Commander, August Valentine: Pact
Commander, Henry Miller; Assistant In-
spector General, G. W. Washington; Sen-
ior Vice Commander, Lee Blakey; Junior
Vice Commander. Washington Brown; Ad-

jutant W. L. Edwards; Paymaster. R, A.
Tllghman, and Quartermaster, E. K. Pink- -
ney. The officer ot the day was John K.
Bowens; cfncsr of the guard, Thomas Hart;
officer of the watch, Calvin Dodson.

The grave site of general Henry at Ar-
lington Is Lot 092. This is directly east ot
the Temple of Fame. The nearest grave on
the north is that of General Kautz, and a
few graves to the south is that of General
Crook, one of General Henry's old com-
manders.
